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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Edatsune does not 
disclose weighing words in acordance with the growth state. 

However, Edatsune teaches that the vocabulary is changing with the age increase. That is, increasing the levels of response, increases 
the growing stage and the robot ages as time passes (column 12, lines 23-56). 

Applicant also argues that Edatsune does not disclose using weighted words for speech recognition. 

However, the speech recogntion unit computes the final recognition data by considering the corresponding weighting coefficient (column 
4, lines 41-65). Also, Edatsune teaches that the relationships among recognition target speeches, time of day and coefficients are stored 
in the weighting coefficient setting unit (column 6, lines 4-16). Furthermore, Edatsune teaches that the speech recognition unit creates 
final recognition by taking time-dependent weighing coefficients into consideration (column 6, lines 17-36). 

Edatsune's invention includes the combination that speech is weighted according to the time of day, for example, in the morning, it is 
more likely to hear the words "good morning", than it is to hear "good evening" in which these words are weighted accordingly (column 9, 
lines 16-38). However, before it can recognize "bow-wow", "good-morning" etc., time has to pass so that the robot can grow up like a 
living creature (column 12, lines 23-56). 

Therefore, applicant arguments have been considered, but are not persuasive. 
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
